REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
method defines over the prior art because of its sequentially claimed order and 
generating two different sets of micro-channels. The prior art Avrahami discloses using 
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a conductivity enhancing substance before using the electrodes (Paragraph 190) to 
generate the micro-channels. However, it would not be obvious to generate micro- 
channels, then apply the cream, then generate more micro-channels because the 
cream assists in generating the micro-channels, one of ordinary skill would use the 
cream from the start.
